Diplomats uncertain over future policy 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The election of 
Jimmy Carter has created what diplomats 
here describe as uncertainty about future 
U.S. foreign policy directions. 
These diplomats, who asked not to be 
identified, say it’s not easy to try to 
determine what to expect from an incoming 
president whose views have not been 
shaped by long years of service in 
Washington. 
Ideologically, Carter is an enigma to 
diplomats here because he received advice 
from both liberals and conservatives and 
attacked President Ford from both sides 
during the campaign. 


The diplomats’ problem now is to try to 
sift out campaign rhetoric from statements 
of serious intent. 
One reason that the foreign diplomats 
cited for their view of Carter is his in­ 
sistence on opening up the decision-making 
process and on involvement of “the people” 
in foreign policy. 
C arter’s

negotiations, in foreign arms sales and in 
development of the B1 bomber coincided 
precisely with public sentiment as reflected 
by the findings of his pollster Patrick 
Caddell. 


“Public opinion polls are not always the 
best guide to formulating policy,” said one 
official. As for Carter’s pledge to give the 
people a role in the policy process, the of­ 
ficial said this is one promise Carter will 
probably have to abandon quickly. 
Decisions on such issues as strategic 
arms limitation talks, and fisheries and 
commodity agreements “simply don’t lend 
themselves to public involvement,” he said. 
There are other questions raised by 
diplomats about what the Carter ad­ 
ministration will be like : 
—On Korea, Carter has pledged a phased 
withdrawal of American troops over a four- 
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tofive-year period and close consultation 
with Korea and Japan. But what if these 
countries regard a troop withdrawal as a 
destabilizing influence or if the Japanese 
interpret it as a weakening of the U.S. com­ 
mitment to Japan’s defense? 


—On China, Carter charged the Ford 
administration with “frittering away” an 
opportunity for normalizing relations. But 
diplomats are wondering if he can move 
toward that goal without compromising his 
commitment to the “freedom and in­ 
dependence of Taiwan.

CHICAGO (AP) — If Jimmy Carter had 
wanted to reassure the nation’s big city 
mayors he is in their corner, he passed up a 
perfect opportunity this week at the 
mayors' urban strategy session. 
‘ ‘He sent a lightweight, and some of us are 
mad," said one mayor. “But we don’t know 
where Samuels stands with Carter so we 
don’t know what it means. ” 
Howard Samuels, an undersecretary of 
commerce under President Lyndon B. 
Johnson and an unsuccessful Democratic 
candidate for governor of New York, was 
Carter’s choice to monitor the two-day U.S. 
Conference of Mayors meeting that con­ 
cluded Monday. 
Samuels said he holds no formal position 
on the Carter transition team, but was 
asked to sit as an observer at the mayors' 
meeting by top Carter aide Hamilton 
Jordan. 
“I’m not a spokesman for Carter, I’m just 
freelancing this for him,” said Samuels, 
stressing at least twice, “ I don’t speak for 
the Presidentelect. ’ ’ 
However, Samuels did speak, and often. 


Frequently he began his presentations by 
saying, "I think I can speak for the Presi­ 
dent-elect on this...” 
Part of the negative reaction to Samuels 
was simply the hurt that Carter didn’t send 
“an insider,” one of the small group of 
advisers known to be close to him. That 
would have sent a strong signal of support to 
the mayors, who for years have complained 
that they are being ignored in Washington. 
Samuels supported the mayors’ request 
for federal help, but he repeated several 
qualifications Carter himself has sounded

“if they have to depend on Mr. Samuels. I 
guess he’s the man who recommended that 
President Ford let New York go down the 
drain.” 
Samuels, in a magazine article last year,

WE NEED 
REGULATORS 
Amid all the criticism of excessive government 
regulation, we must not lose sight of the fact that un­ 
derregulation would be even worse. 
It was abuses in the meat packing industry, for 
example, that led to the establishment of the Food and 
Drug Administration in the first decade of the century. 
Interestingly enough, the same industry is again in a 
clash with consumerists, and another government 
agency is caught in the middle. 
Under interim Department of Agriculture (USDA) 
regulations, meat processors were beginning to utilize a 
machine for producing “mechanically deboned meat” as 
has been done in the seafood and poultry industries for 
years. 
It is estimated that mechanical deboning, which makes 
more efficient use of selected portions of animal car­ 
casses, would add at least one billion pounds of meat a 
year to the U.S. supply. 
Seven consumer groups, however, obtained a federal 
court injunction ordering the USDA to withdraw its in­ 
terim approval until it has completed a full evaluation of 
the process. 
The trouble with mechanical deboning is that some 
bone, having the consistency of powder, is included in the 
meat. A processed meat using 10 per cent mechanically 
deboned meat would contain a bone content of about four- 
tenths of one per cent. 
The consumer activists object that bone is a con­ 
taminant, that it may contain traces of strongtium 90 or 
antibiotics used in animal feed and that some people may 
be allergic to excessive calcium. The industry counters 
thpt none of these objections have been proved by testing 
and that mechanically deboned meat is a valuable ad­ 
ditional source of protein. 
Here is another instance where the public interest 
depends on the good sense, impartiality and dedication of 
its regulators.

If you want to know why we 
shudder whenever the federal

are bored in 
class, unappreciated, treated as 
a threat, and so forth. So the 
government is going to attack 
the problem, you guessed it, by 
spending money and training 
bureaucrats. 
Congress has mandated a new 
program , 
and

something called the Office for 
the Gifted and Talented in the 
D epartm ent 
of 
H ealth, 
Education and Welfare. The 
latest idea is to train leadership 
teams for state governments, 
which will then launch their own 
programs for the gifted. HEW 
wants to set up a national 
training institute to produce 
doctoral students to staff these 
programs. 
It also did a survey of highly

their

personal influence of a teacher 
or other older mentor during 
their youth. So, what else, HEW 
will try to train teachers to play 
this role.

A myth has developed around 
the country that the American

licenses and permits 
from at 
least 379 different 
agencies— federal, state and 
local. It must submit reports to 
1,245 agencies and it regularly 
corresponds with 1,026 agencies. 
American agriculture is being 
affected equally. In 
a recent 
speech, Agriculture Secretary 
Earl Butz warned that the

ability 
to produce 
increasing food supplies will be 
disastrously crippled if current 
trends 
tow ard governm ent 
regulation of farm chemicals, 
drugs, environmental controls 
and safety devices continue. 
Fortunately for all, regulatory 
reform is in the air. As one 
observer

recently, 
"Congress has been neglectful 
in its oversight of regulatory 
agencies. Two or three years 
ago, 
th ere 
w eren’t 
many 
hearings dealing with gover­ 
nment regulation. Business was 
screaming about it, but not the 
guy on the street. Now Congress 
is paying attention.” 
The Ford Administration, in 
its 
outline 
for 
regulatory 
reform , 
has 
introduced 
legislation to deregulate par­ 
tially the trucking, airline and 
banking industries. 
Senator 
Muskie 
has 
in­ 
troduced a bill under which 
almost all federal programs 
would have to be reauthorized 
every four years, or else ter­ 
minated. Another Senate bill 
would 
set 
up a mandatory 
schedule for reform of 34 federal 
regulatory agencies. Bills in­ 
troduced in both houses would 
allow Congress to review and 
veto 
all 
agency 
rules 
and 
regulations, past and future.

WASHINGTON - During his 
eight years as the maitre d’ of 
U.S. foreign policy, Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger has kept 
his diplomats out in the cold. 
Some of them have been com­ 
plaining bitterly. 
Confiding in only a few close 
advisers, Kissing«- has navig­ 
ated the diplomatic seas largely 
on his own. He has utilized infor­ 
mation from our far-flung em ­ 
bassies to chart the course, but 
he has seldom let them know 
where he’s going. He has also 
been rough on those who have 
dared to object to the direction 
he has takea 
There’s Martin J. Hillenbrand, 
for example. He’s a career diplo­ 
mat, a 37-year veteran, who was 
the US. ambassador to West 
Germany until last month. He 
made the mistake of criticizing 
Kissinger’s style. 
In one of his last confidential 
dispatches to the State Dept., he 
complained: “The Foreign Ser­ 
vice is in a state of intellectual 
disorientation, because many of 
its members no longer have a 
clear idea of the role it should or 
can play. 
“Certainly, the resources of 
this Embassy have not been fully 
enlisted, nor has the flow of in­ 
formation from Washington to 
Bonn ...been working satisfac­ 
torily. Persistent use of indepen­ 


dent lines of communication to 
and from Washington about 
which we only learn later, fre­ 
quently from the German side, 
can only reduce the effective­ 
ness of an Qnbassy.” 
Similar complaints have been 
raised, according to our sources, 
by our diplomats in Russia and 
Israel. K issinger frequently 
bypasses the em b assies in 
Moscow and Tel Aviv. He deals 
directly with Soviet Ambassador 
Anatoly Dobrynin and Israeli 
Ambassador Simcha Dinitz in 
Washington. 
At the other end, the U.S. em ­ 
bassies frequently don’t know 
what’s going on. This has been 
the cause, say our sources, of 
“constant complaining.’’ But 
unlike Hillenbrand, the dis­ 
gruntled diplomats have been 
discreet eeough not to put their 
gripes in writing. 
Another who expressed his 
dissident v iew s in w riting, 
Jam es Akins, the respected 
former ambassador to Saudi 
Arabia, didn’t last long. He sent 
repeated reports to the State 
Dept, that the Saudis were 
unhappy over the favoritism the 
United States was showing the 
shah of Iraa 
It happened to be Kissinger's 
policy to flatter and favor the 
shah. Kissinger was displeased, 
therefore, with the criticism 


coming from his ambassador m 
Jidda. So Akins, like Hillenbrand 
after him, was fired. 
“I’ve pressed for reasons,’’ 
wrote Akins afterward in a pri­ 
vate letter, “and have been told 
only that Kissinger dislikes me 
and that certain aspects of my 
reporting have ‘annoyed’ him. 
There has been no suggestion 
that anything I have written is 
wrong or that any analysis is 
faulty -- just that my reporting 
doesn’t fit in with what the Sec­ 
retary wants to hear.” 
Stuart Nash Scott, once the 
ambassador to Lisbon, was 
sacked because he disagreed 
with Kissinger’s mistaken idea 
hat a Communist takeover of 
Portugal was inevitable follow­ 
ing the 1974 coup. The secretary 
was convinced that Portugal’s 
new military leaders were cryp- 
to-Communists. 
From Lisbon, Ambassador 
Scott warned this idea could 
become “the greatest self-fulfill­ 
ing prophecy in history,” and he 
urged Kissinger to extend eco­ 
nomic assistance to the new 
government. Scott was right; 
Kissinger was wrong. But Scott 
was fired for his dissent. 
What makes the firings all the 
more galling is the tolerance 
Kissinger has shown for the 
Foreign Service’s foul balls. For 
example, the performance of 
Turner Shelton, former am ­ 
bassador to Nicaragua, was so 
poor that he was rebuked and 
recalled by the State Dept. 
But at the top level, Kissinger 
tried to push Shelton off alter­ 
nately on the Bahamas, Ber­ 
muda and Morocco. But those 
governments, having learned of 
Shelton’s reputation, objected. So 
ie was finally assigned as “dip- 
omat in residence" at the Navy 
Var College in Newport, R.I., 
vhere his princip^ duty is to 


make occasional talks to mili­ 
tary classes on foreign affairs. 
A n o th e r e x a m p le : A m ­ 
bassador Graham Martin re­ 
mained in Saigon for years, de­ 
fending the discredited Thieu 
regime and railing against any­ 
one who dared criticize the 
South Vietnamese government. 
On one occasion, he even ac­ 
cused intelligence analysts at the 
State Dept, of “doing Hanoi’s job 
for them.” 
Kissinger, nevertheless, kept 
him on the job. After Vietnam 
fell, Kissinger gave him the title 
of “special assistant to the secre­ 
tary.” Now Martin has been 
nominated to be an ambassador- 
at-large for Micronesian affairs. 
F ootnote: A S ta te D ept, 
spokesman had only one com­ 
ment. He found it “interesting" 
that Ambassador Hillenbrand 
reserved his criticism “for his 
departure. The issue was not 
raised during the four years he 
was in the embassy.” 
LOBBYING BILLS: The 
special interests spent millions 
during the election campaign on 
issues that had little to do with 
the candidates. Now those 
millions will be picked out of the 
citizenry’s pockets. 
For instance, bottlers, soft 
drink distributors and their 
allies spent $1 million in Massa­ 
chusetts alone to defeat a pro­ 
posal to ban throwaway bottles 
and cans. Their propaganda in­ 
sisted anti-throw aw ay law s 
would raise prices. Now, instead, 
prices will be raised to pay for 
the lobbying. 
And $2.3 billion was spent by 
the big power companies to 
defeat anti-nuclear plant pro­ 
posals in Ohio, Arizona and 
Washington state. That money, 
too, will come indirectly out of 
the consumers’ wallets.

WE NEED 
REGULATORS 
Amid all the criticism of excessive government 
regulation, we must not lose sight of the fact that un­ 
derregulation would be even worse. 
It was abuses in the meat packing industry, for 
example, that led to the establishment of the Food and 
Drug Administration in the first decade of the century. 
Interestingly enough, the same industry is again in a 
clash with consumerists, and another government 
agency is caught in the middle. 
Under interim Department of Agriculture (USDA) 
regulations, meat processors were beginning to utilize a 
machine for producing "mechanically deboned meat” as 
has been done in the seafood and poultry industries for 
years. 
It is estimated that mechanical deboning, which makes 
more efficient use of selected portions erf animal car­ 
casses, would add at least one billion pounds of meat a 
year to the U.S. supply. 
Seven consumer groups, however, obtained a federal 
court injunction ordering the USDA to withdraw its in­ 
terim approval until it has completed a full evaluation of 
the process. 
The trouble with mechanical deboning is that some 
bone, having the consistency of powder, is included in the 
meat. A processed meat using 10 per cent mechanically 
deboned meat would contain a bone content of about four- 
tenths of one per cent. 
The consumer activists object that bone is a con­ 
taminant, that it may contain traces of strongtium 90 or 
antibiotics used in animal feed and that some people may 
be allergic to excessive calcium The industry counters 
that none erf these objections have been proved by testing 
and that mechanically deboned meat is a valuable ad­ 
ditional source of protein. 
Here is another instance where the public interest 
depends on the good sense, impartiality and dedication of 
its regulators

CINCINNATI (AP) - The Cincinnati 
Bengal*, Paul Brown’s last pet project, 
have come of age in the National Football 
Leaguq. 
“We’re at the point of maturity where we 
can play with anybody. In fact, man-for- 
man 1 thought we were the better team 
tonight,” said fullback Boobie Clark, who 
helped the Bengals overcome a poor start 
as Cincinnati beat the Los Angeles Rams 
20-12 in a nationally televised game.

Garrison returns to seek 


\ 
normal life9 treating patients 


CORINTH, Miss. - Dr. 
Norman Garrison, saying “ the 
majority of people in Corinth 
stuck by me throughout it all,” 
is back at work in this northeast 
Mississippi town “ doing what 
everybody does — trying to 
make a living.” 
Garrison, in between treating 
patients, said he is “ relieved the 
ordeal is over and hopes that 
now he can just get back to a 
normal life.” 
In October a jury in Bloom­ 
field, Mo., found Garrison in­ 
nocent of the Sept. 8, 1974, 
murder of his former wife, 
“ ending what he called a two- 
year ordeal.” Mrs. Lee Ann 
Garrison, 32, was found beaten 
and shot in an upstairs bedroom 
of her $100,000 home in Kennett, 
Mo. 
“ Throughout this long ordeal I 
kept going because I knew I was 
innocent,” Garrison said. “The 
charge did not hurt my practice, 
although I feel a few people 
stopped coming to me because 
of it. Overall, though, people 
were just great.” 
Garrison, who was born and 
lived for most of his life in 
Corinth, said the murder charge 
and the legal proceedings 
surrounding it were “ more of a 
mental strain than anything 
else. I knew I was innocent and 
obviously the jury felt the same 
way.” 
* 
The University of Mississippi 
medical school graduate said he 
“ hoped the trial hadn’t caused j 
any adverse effects to his three | 
children," now living with him | 
in Corinth. 
Garrison, who said he thought i 
the charges against him unfair, , 
said he was “ hurt financially” 
by the long legal battle, but legal 
fees were reasonable. 
The general practitioner said 
he had his “own speculation 
about who killed his former 
wife,” but “ at the moment I 


would rather not comment. 
There have been too many 
speculations already.” 
The October trial was con­ 
ducted in Stoddard County 
Circuit Court in Bloomfield on a 
change of venue from Dunklin 
County. Garrison had fought 
extradition to Missouri since he 
was charged with the murder. 
But, earlier this year, he 
surrendered 
to 
Missouri 
authorities. 
Former Gov. Bill Waller, 
following 
an 
extradition 
hearing, ordered Garrison 
returned to Missouri in 1974, but 
the order was overturned by 
Circuit Court Judge W. W. 
Brown of Marshall County. 
Garrison’s attorneys, through 
various 
legal 
maneuvers, 
delayed extradition until this 
year. 
“ I fought extradition becaue I 
feared for my life in Msisouri," 
Garrison said. “ I had received 
numerous threats and I didn’t 
feel I could receive a fair trial in 
Dunklin County.” 
The five-day trial climaxed 
what had become one of the 
most widely publicized murder 
cases 
in 
Mississippi 
and 
Missouri. 
Garrison, 
on the 
witness stand, maintained his 
innocence, sa ving he did not kill 
his ex-wife, nor did he have her 
killed. 


Witnesses at the trial said 
Garrison, on the night of the 
murder, stayed overnight at a 
houseboat on Pickwick Lake in 
northeast Mississippi, some 200 
miles from the murder scene. 
Among the prosecution’s 
evidence was a fingerprint a 
Missouri State Highewy Patrol 
trooper testified he lifted from a 
blood stain on the top rail of a 
chain-link fence theisurrounded 
Mrs. Garrison's home. The 
testimony at the trial alleged the 
print belonged to Garrison. 
Garrison, following the in­ 
nocent verdict, told reporters, 
“I feel relieved. I’m not a vin­ 
dictive person.” 
He said he would work with 
law enforcement officials to try 
to solve the case. "I sure would 
like to see justice done.”

year ordeal ” Mrs. Lee Ann 
Garrison, 32, was found beaten 
and shot in an upstairs bedroom 
of her $100,000 home in Kennett, 
Mo. 
“Throughout this long ordeal 1 
kept going because I knew I was 
innocent,” Garrison said. "The 
charge did not hurt my practice, 
although I feel a few people 
stopped coming to me because 
of it. Overall, though, people 
were just great.” 
Garrison, who was born and 
lived for most of his life in 
Corinth, said the murder charge 
and 
the 
legal 
proceedings 
surrounding it were “more of a 
mental strain 
than anything 
else I knew I was innocent and 
obviously the jury felt the same 
way.” 
The University of Mississippi 
medical school graduate said he 
“hoped the trial hadn’t caused 
any adverse effects to his three 
children," now living with him 
in Corinth. 
Garrison, who said he thought 
the charges against him unfair, 
said he was “hurt financially” 
by the long legal battle, but legal 
fees were reasonable 
The general practitioner said

had his "own speculation

delayed extradition until this 
year 
"I fought extradition becaue I 
feared for my life in Msisouri." 
Garrison said “I had received 
numerous threats and I didn’t 
feel I could receive a fair trial in 
Dunklin County." 
The five-day trial climaxed 
what had become one of the 
most widely publicized murder 
cases 
in 
M ississippi 
and 
Missouri 
Garrison,

witness stand, maintained his 
innocence, saving he did not kill 
his ex-wife, nor did he have her 
killed 


Witnesses at the trial said 
Garrison, on the night of the 
murder, stayed overnight at a 
houseboat on Pickwick Lake in 
northeast Mississippi, some 200 
miles from the murder scene. 
Among

evidence was a fingerprint a 
Missouri State Highewy Patrol 
trooper testified he lifted from a 
blood stain on the top rail of a 
chain-link fence that surrounded 
Mrs. 
Garrison’s 
home.

testimony at the trial alleged the 
print belonged to Garrison. 
Garrison, 
following the in­ 
nocent verdiet, told reporters, 
"I feel relieved I’m not a vin­ 
dictive person.”

DEAR DR. LAMB - 1 need 
your advice concerning my 
varicose veins. I went to a sur­ 
geon this past week who 
specialises in varicose veins. I 
asked his advice on a bump 
that I had on a vein in my leg.

I would like to get someone 
else’s opinion before going 
ahead and getting the opera­ 
tion. I never had a vein in my 
leg until I had my first child — 
now 20 years old. 
My doctor who delivered 
my children always told me 
not to w orry about the 
varicose veins because they 
were from pregnancy. Now 
after the last cnild (9 years 
old) my veins are worse. 
Dr. Lamb, my baby doctor 
was one of the best in the 
field. Now I realize that he 
should have told me to take 
better care of my varicose 
veins or he should have told 
me to see a specialist in that 
field. Now I can’t seem to 
have faith in what the doctor 
says. 
I am concerned that this 
new doctor is only interested 
in operating because he is a 
surgeon. Do you think I should 
get another doctor’s opinion 
or should I go ahead and have 
my veins operated on? Is it a 
serious operation? I know my 
legs would probably look a lot 
better. 
DEAR READER — There 
seems to be an inherited 
weakness to develop varicose 
veins. Commonly they first 
appear during pregnancy. The 
veins in the legs drain into 
larger veins in the abdomen. 
During pregnancy the baby 
presses against these large 
veins and prevents the normal 
flow of blood back to the 
heart. 
The pressure builds up in 
the veins and causes them to 
become overdistended. The 
tiny valves in the leg veins 
cease to work and you have 
varicose veins.

succeeding pregnancy. 
The lump you mention is 
probably what we call a 
"blow-out.” There are con­ 
necting veins between those 
you see on the outside of the 
leg and those veins deep inside 
your leg. When the valves in 
the connecting veins fail a 
spot sticks out which is an 
enlarged spot in the vein. 
What could your baby doc­ 
tor have done? Probably 
nothing would have helped 
much, short of not getting 
pregnant.

The tabulations and analysis 
of accidental farm deaths were 
included in a new report by 
USDA’s Economic Research 
Service. It was written by Con­ 
rad F. Fritsch of the agency in 
collaboration with Walter E. 
Sellers Jr., another analyst. 
In absolute terms, the num­ 
ber of accidental farm deaths 
annually has declined from 
more than 2,400 in 1960 to fewer 
than 1,800 in recent years, with 
some variations from year to 
year.

DEAR READER - There 
seems to be an inherited 
weakness to develop varicose

flow of blood back to the 
heart 
The pressure builds up in 
the veins and causes them to 
become overdistended.

pear to be gradually taking a 
larger toll each year, according 
to the Agriculture Department. 
Twenty years ago, machinery 
accounted for about 35 per cent 
of the accidental fatalities on 
the nation's farms. The rate 
has gradually risen so that in 
1973, 
the most recent year 
analyzed, 43 per cent of the ac­ 
cidental farm deaths were due 
to machines 
Other causes, ranked in order 
after machinery, and their 1973 
share of the U.S. farm acciden­ 
tal death total compared with 
the averages in 1954-59 include: 
Drowning 14.8 per cent in 
1973 and 15.3 per cent in 1954- 
59; guns 8.2 and 12.2; falls 6.7 
and 5.5; blows 6.6 and 8.7; 
bums 3.8 and 5.0; electricity 4.1 
and 3 4; poison 2 0 and 1.6; oth­ 
er 10.8 and 13.0. 
The tabulations and analysis 
of accidental farm deaths were 
Included in a new report by 
USDA's 
Economic 
Research 
Service It was written by Con­ 
rad F Fritsch of the agency in 
collaboration with Walter E. 
Sellers Jr., another analyst. 
In absolute terms, the num­ 
ber of accidental farm deaths 
annually 
has 
declined from 
more than 2,400 in 1960 to fewer 
than 1,800 in recent years, with 
some variations from year to 
year But the farm population 
also has declined, over all, in 
the same period. 
Also, the figures take into ac­ 
count fatal accidents on farms, 
involving hired labor This can 


fluctuate moderately from year 
to year. 
But allowing for those vari­ 
ations, the farm fatality rate 
per 100,000 persons has shown a 
definite increase over the years 
from 14.2 in 1960 to a peak of 
17.7 in 1967 and a 1973 rate of 
16.2. 
The report, issued Monday, 
did not include fatalities within 
the farm home itself or in ve­ 
hicle accidents on public roads. 
"Agriculture is unique among 
industries in that the work en­ 
vironment, including farm land 
and 
buildings 
and 
certain 
equipment such as wagons and 
tractors, is used for recreation­ 
al as well as occupational pur­ 
poses,” the report said. 
"In addition, many farm fa­ 
talities are related to recrea­ 
tional activities such as swim­ 
ming and hunting, and many 
farm children, youth and adults 
are killed or maimed each year 
from 
accidents 
occurring 
around the farmstead which 
are not the direct result of 
work exposure.” 
The report noted that the Oc­ 
cupational Safety and Health 
Act of 1970 — which provides 
for federal regulations affecting 
a broad spectrum of work ac­ 
tivity, including agriculture — 
relates only to hired farm em­ 
ployees and is restricted to oc­ 
cupational hazards 
But sound safety rules could 
be helpful in reducing accidents 
even if no hired farm help is 
required, the report said 
In the machinery category, 
deaths were included that re­ 
sulted 
from 
persons 
being 
"struck by or against an ob- 


ject” or from "being caught be­ 
tween objects as well as those 
resulting from overturned trac­ 
tors, traditionally one of the 
leading kinds of serious farm 
accidents. 
"Some state safety studies in­ 
dicate that tractor fatalities 
have declined sharply from the 
high rates of the early ’60s," 
the report said. "The increased 
use of rollover protection un­ 
doubtedly has contributed to 
this favorable trend.”

65, those show that Kansas’ 
tractor-related

dropped to 32 per cent. 
Looking at total farm fatal­ 
ities in recent years, those var­ 
ied regionally. More than 40

“It’s terribly frustrating,” 
Barvick says. “I can see what 
we can do, compared to what 
we have done. You reach a 
point of diminishing returns.” 
Barvick 
is 
discouraged 
because his office currently is 
embroiled in a court battle to 
determine whether the public 
counsel has the right to appeal 
decisions of the 
Missouri 
Public Service Commission 
(PSC). 
“ We’re 
spending 
an 
inordinate amount of time, 
more than 200 hours, just 
defending our right to appeal 
commission 
decisions,” 
B arvick 
says. 
“ We’re 
preparing for nothing but 
litigation 
something that 
should have been put in the 
legislation.” 
The legislation Barvick is 
referring to is the 1974 State 
Reorganization Act, which in 
part created the Office of 
Public Counsel and renamed 
the PSC’s general counsel 
office 
to the 
commission 
counsel. 
Prior to the formation of the 
public counsel, consumers had 
to rely on the commission’s 
staff to present tlieir side of a 
utility issue at PSC hearings. 
Once the commission made its 
decision, however, the PSC 
staff and the general counsel 
had to defend the decision. 
The public was forced to 
rely on intervening consumer 
groups to fight commission 
decisions. 
The arrangement was not 
very satisfactory, says Sen. 
Harry 
Wiggins, 
D-Kansas 
City. 
Wiggins, 
a 
former 
general counsel, says it was 


difficult 
presenting 
the 
commission’s viewpoint and 
the 
public’s 
interests 
at 
hearings. 
Wiggins says the formation 
of the public counsel “was a 
great step forward” because it 
separated commission and 
public 
interest 
into 
two 
different offices. Both offices 
have access to the PSC staff. 
Legislators 
hoped 
the 
creation of a public counsel 
would 
create 
a 
formal 
adversary 
against utilities 
and the commission on behalf 
of consumers. 
Under the law, the public 
counsel 
is 
charged 
with 
representing the public before 
the commission in utility rate 
cases 
which 
involve 
sub­ 
stantial sums of money or 
affect significant numbers of 
Missouri consumers. 
The public counsel is also 
supposed to process consumer 
complaints relating to the 
pricing and quality of utility 
service 
and 
focus 
on 
protecting the interests of 
residential 
consumers and 
others who 
cannot afford 
lawyers. 
But 
because 
of 
the 
vagueness of the law which 
created the public counsel 
office, utility companies are 
questioning thq right of the 
office to appeal PSC decisions. 
Union Electric Co. of St. 
Louis and Missouri Power and 
Light Co. of Jefferson City are 
challenging this right in the 
Kansas City Court of Appeals. 
The parties are waiting for a 
decision. 
Barvick is optimistic that 
the courts will rule in his 
office’s favor. But until the 
court makes its ruling his 
office is helpless to put a case 
to g e th e r 
a g a in st 
th e 
commission. 
“As long as we are in this 
position we can’t present the 
public’s cases in a very 
technical manner,” Barvick 
says. “We can’t even call a 


witness. That’s the problem, 
we don’t have the ability to put 
up a case.” 
Barvick is receiving help in 
his court battle from the 
commission 
itself. 
PSC 
Chairman A. Robert Pierce 
Jr. has directed commission 
lawyers to intervene in the 
Kansas City case. 
Pierce says, “It was the 
intent of the legislature when 
it created the Office of the 
Public Counsel that he would 
have the same rights as other 
parties in cases before the 
commission, 
including 
the 
right of appeal.” 
Pierce says the commission 
will 
recommend 
to 
the 
G eneral 
A ssem bly 
a 
clarification of the law which 
created the public counsel if 
Barvick loses his case. 
Because Barvick’s troubles 
arose 
from 
the 
la w ’s 
vagueness, he believes the law 
needs to be re-written even if 
he wins the case. 
And Wiggins says he will 
introduce legislation to clarify 
the public counsel’s authority 
during the next legislative 
session. 
This is not the first attempt 
at clarification. Twice a bill 
specifying the public counsel’s 
authority has made it through 
the House but each time it died 
in the Senate. 
PSC member James P. 
M ulvaney, 
formerly 
a 
Missouri legislator, blames 
the utility companies for the 
legislation’s defeat. 
“Utilities have taken the 
position in the legislature that 
there’s no reason for having a 
public counsel,” Mulvaney 
says. 
“Whenever the legislature 
introduces such legislation, 
I’m sure utilities and their 
lobbyists 
have 
lobbied 
effectively against it,” he 
says. 
Mulvaney was a member of 
an interim committee that 
formulated the concept of 


public counsel. He believes 
that office does have the right 
to appeal PSC decisions. 
Sen. Richard Webster, R- 
Carthage, 
agrees 
with 
Mulvaney. 
“There’s 
no 
question in my mind that the 
powers of the public would 
extend through all appellate 
proceedings.” 
In 
addition 
to 
some 
members 
of 
the 
General 
Assembly, Auditor George W. 
Lehr wants to strengthen the 
public counsel’s office. In a 
1975 audit of the PSC, Lehr 
recommended most of the 
PSC staff be shifted to the 
public counsel. 
But 
regardless 
of 
the 
present plight of the public 
counsel’s office, many believe 
the office has accomplished 
much. 
“I think Mr. Barvick and his 
sta ff 
are 
ex trem ely 
responsible in their approach 
to their role,” Pierce says. “I 
wish the utilities would realize 
that.” 
Webster believes the record 
of the office has been good, but 
the office has been involved in 
some cases it should have 
ignored. 
Mulvaney 
says, 
“From 
what I’ve seen I think it’s a 
worthwhile endeavor. You get 
another dimension to rate 
cases.” 
Barvick is also pleased with 
some of his accomplishments, 
especially the opening of PSC 
hearings. He would like to do 
more though. 
His 
idea 
of a 
perfect 
situation is to have the ability 
to put on a case. 
“We’ve made a tremendous 
amount of progress but we 
need to go further,” Barvick 
says. “If we stay the way we 
are today, then all we are is a 
public interest law firm.”

Call for reduced numbers of schools 
will likely raise controversy in state

JEFFERSON CITY - The 
call again has been made for a 
plan to determine whether the 
number of school districts 
should 
be 
reduced 
and 
whether racial isolation exists 
among present districts. But 
state school board members 
appear wary of the proposal. 
The suggestion comes in a 
report on governance of public 
schools 
prepared 
for 
the 
Governor’s 
Conference 
on 
Education, which will be held 
December 24 in Columbia. 
The 
report 
recommends 
that 
the 
S»de 
Board 
of 
Education pi pare« a master 
plan for reorganization that 
would establish minimum size 
and 
grade 
standards 
for 
school districts. 
F u rth e r, 
the 
report 
recommends that the state 
board 
be 
empowered 
to 
withhold 
state 
aid 
from 
districts failing to comply with 
such minimum standards if 
circumstances require such 


action. However, the state 
board should try to be flexible 
in its requirements, the report 
says. 
The need for a master plan 
“began from the view that 
there are entirely too many 
school districts in the state,” 
says Edward Foote, chairman 
of the governance committee. 
In preparing the plan, the 
state board should consider 
requiring 
a 
m inim um 
enrollment 
base 
for 
high 
schools, the report says. 
“Since the major cost of 
pu b lic 
ed u c a tio n 
is 
professional 
staff, 
it 
is 
necessary 
to 
use 
staff 
efficiently,” the report says. 
“Larger school districts are 
more apt to attract and hold 
qualified, more experienced 
teachers.” 
Educators differ on this 
point. 
“I don’t think anyone can 
say what is a minimum 
enrollment as far as head 
count,” says Zack Bettis, state 
board president. 


Bettis says that although 
there are advantages to larger 
schools, outstate areas would 
ha ve to bus to achieve this. 
“I guess that there has been 
enough 
p ro g re ss 
in 
reorganization within school 
districts,” Bettis says. “I 
don’t see that as one of the real 
educational 
priorities. 
I’m 
speaking in terms of the 
number of school children 
affected.” 
In redistricting, the state 
board should consider requir­ 
ing 
d istric ts 
to 
have 
kindergarten 
- 
through- 
twelfth-grade programs, the 
report 
says. 
This 
would 
eliminate elementary school- 
only districts. 
About 
105 
elem entary 
school-only districts currently 
exist in Missouri, enrolling 
about 
one 
per 
cent 
of 
Missouri’s school children. 
“ You 
will 
find 
the 
educational 
opportunity 
a 
little better in those districts 
w here 
you 
find 
K-12 
program s,” 
Bettis 
says. 


However, there are some 
districts where the problem is 
“not that urgent,” he says. 
John Morris, state board 
vice-president, agrees. 
"You’re talking about more 
busing for younger children in 
the rural areas,” Morris says. 
And, according to Morris, 
th e se 
a rg u m e n ts 
are 
academic anyway. 
“I think there is no chance 
of that passing the General 
Assembly,” 
Morris 
says. 
“There are too many rural 
legislators who would vote 
against it.” 
Morris says similar studies 
and proposals, such as the 1968 
Spainhower Report, have been 
made in the past, but have 
lacked 
support 
in 
the 
legislature. 
Ralph Scott, superintendent 
of Monett Schools in Barry 
County, and a governance 
committee member, agrees 
with Morris. 
“All 
of 
this 
work 
has 
already been done,” Scott 
says.

Republicans so often claimed? 
Probably 
not 
because 
Teasdale 
never 
criticized 
Bond for being in favor of 


those things. 
Was Teasdale’s victory a 
mandate for tax reform, one 
of his main issues? Uncertain. 
No one really knows why the 
proposed exemption of food 
and drugs from the sales tax 
went down and that was one 
thing Teasdale pushed. 
Many 
q ¡estions 
about 
T e a sd a le ’s 
upcoming 
administration 
remain 
because his three main issues 
— tax reform, Bond’s personal 
wealth and electric rates — do 
not an administration make. 
We do not know what kind of 
priorities Teasdale will bring 
to the state’s budget, for 
instance, and Teasdale never 
promised he wouldn’t raise 
taxes.

Conventional wisdom holds 
that welfare recipients cheat, 
drive Cadillacs, are lazy and 
could get jobs if they really 
w anted 
them . 
W elfare 
mothers get pregnant and 
have illegitimate babies to get 
more money. Once on welfare, 
they’re always on welfare. 
These 
generalizations, 
commonly applied to Missouri 
welfare recipients, contain 
glaring 
inaccuracies, 
says 
Lawrence Graham, director 
of the state Department of 
Social 
Services. 
“ People 
com plain 
loudly 
about 
cheaters on the rolls and 
welfare 
recipients 
driving 
Cadillacs 
without 
really 
knowing the facts,” Graham 
said. 
Perhaps 
the 
greatest 
misconceptions, Graham said, 
lie with the Aid to Families 
with 
Dependent 
Children 
(AFDC) program, a joint 
federal-state public assistance 
plan for children under 18 
years of age who are deprived 
of support due to the absence 
of one or both parents from the 
home. 
Every two 
years, 
state 
welfare agencies conduct a 
sample 
survey 
concerning 
characteristics 
of 
ADC 
families 
for 
the 
federal 
Department 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare. The 
most recent completed report 
is 
based 
upon 
a 
survey- 
conducted in January, 1973. 
Some of the findings, though 
three 
years 
old, 
suggest 
i n a c c u r a c i e s 
in 
the 
stereotypes 
which 
remain 
today. 
However, 
c er t a in 
characteristics of the ADC 
family 
in 
Missouri 
are 
difficult to document. For 
examples, the Division of 
Family Services has no data 
on the percentage of families 
who leave ADC rolls but 
return later and the extent of 
welfare fraud is impossible to 
obtain, according 
to Tom 
McLaughlin, a division deputy 
director. 
The quality control unit 
which examines a sampling of 
ADC cases for eligibility was 
not established until after the 
January 1973 study. Quality 
control 
reports 
for 
the 
January-June 1976 period say 
overpayments existed in 11 
per cent of the cases, six per 
cent 
of 
the 
cases 
were 
ineligible at the time of review 
and six per cent of the cases 
were underpaid.

One-to-three-child 
families represented almost

More than half of 
the ADC families (58 per cent) 
had only one or two children. 
The monetary rewards for 
additional children were not 
impressive. For each child 
after 
the 
first, 
an 
ADC 
household head received only 
an additional $25 per month. 
Today, 
additional 
children 
receive $35 per month. 
I l l e g i t i m a t e 
bi rths 
increased 
among 
ADC 
families in the United States 
between 1971-73, but almost 
half (49 per cent) of Missouri’s 
ADC families had no children 
born 
out 
of 
wedlock. 
Approximately 28 per cent had 
one illegitimate child. 
Absence of the father for 
reasons other than death was 
given as the main rea^n for 
dependency in 80 per cent of 
ADC families. Only nine per 
cent of the ADC families had a 
father in the home. Of these, 
92 per cent were incapacitated 


and unable to work. 
Accordingly, 74 per cent of 
the household heads of ADC 
families 
were 
natural 
or 
adopted mothers or other 
female relatives. 
Education levels for the 
ADC mothers were fairly low. 
According to the study, more 
than 
75 
per cent 
never 
graduated from high school. 
More than one-third attended 
high school and one-fourth 
received a diploma. 
Only 
three per cent had attended 
college and less than half of a 
per 
cent 
were 
college 
graduates. 
Forty-two per cent of the 
ADC mothers were either 
working or seeking active 
employment in 1973. Of these, 
26 per cent were working full 
time, mostly in low-paying 
jobs of a service nature, such 
as a housekeeper or waitress. 
The average gross earnings of 
all working mothers was $328 
per month. 
About 40 per cent of the ADC 
mothers remained at home to 
take care of small children. 
Able-bodied 
mothers, 
with 
certain 
exceptions, 
are 
required to register for work 
in the federal Work Incentive 
(WIN) 
program. 
Children 
over 16 years of age. unless 
they are full-time students, 
must also register. If they turn 
down a job that is offered, they 
lose their payments. 
The 
maximum 
monthly 
ADC grant for a caretaker and 
three children was $150. If the 
mother or guardian was not 
eligible for ADC payments, 
and 21 per cent were not, the 
maximum grant for a family 


with three children was $111 
per month. Maximum grants 
increased in 1976 to $170 per 
month 
for 
an 
eligible 
caretaker with three children 
and $126 for three children 
where the caretaker is not 
eligible. 
The study also tends to 
disprove 
the 
belief 
that 
families remain on ADC rolls 
for long periods of time. About 
one fourth remained on the 
rolls for less than one year and 
about 48 per cent for two years 
or less. The most common 
length of time on the ADC rolls 
was slightly more than two 
years. 
The proportion of black 
families on ADC in 
1973 
decreased by about three per 
cent since 1971 but remained 
high. More than 50 per cent of 
ADC cases in Missouri were 
black families. The remaining 
families 
were 
white. 
The 
percentage of 
blacks 
has 
dropped another four per cent 
since 1973. 
More than 70 per cent of 
Missouri's ADC families lived 
in private housing in 1973. 
More than 50 per cent rented 
and 17 per cent owned or were 
buying a house. Only 10 per 
cent lived in low-cost public 
housing.

plan to determine whether the 
number of school districts

The need for a master plan 
“began from the view that 
there are entirely too many 
school districts in the state,” 
says Edward Foote, chairman 
of the governance committee 
In preparing the plan, the

for

schools, the report says. 
“Since the major cost of

"larger school districts are

The suit also said Thompson

Thompson, an employe of

Specialties 
Inc., 
worked on the project after that 
company was subcontracted by 
Clinton 
Construction 
Co.

ther Kissinger nor his succes­ 
sor in the administration of 
President-elect Jimmy Carter 
have any role at Geneva. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
election of Jimmy Carter has 
created what foreign diplomats 
here describe as uncertainty 
about future U.S. foreign policy 
directions. 
These diplomats,

mine what to expect from an

whose 
views have not been shaped by 
long years of service in Wash­ 
ington. Ideologically, Carter is 
an enigma to diplomats here 
because he received advice 
from both liberals and con­ 
servatives and attacked Presi­ 
dent Ford from both sides dur­ 
ing the campaign.

NASHVILLE. Tenn. (AP) - 
Despite the economic boom in 
the South, adequate health care 
remains a serious problem for 
the area’s rural poor, many of 
whom see doctors only rarely 
— if at all. 
“There are a lot of people 
who don’t have enough contact 
with the rest of the world even 
to know when they are serious­ 
ly 
ill,” said Dr. 
Raymond 
Wheeler, Charlotte, N.C. 
Wheeler, a past-president of 
the Southern Regional Council, 
told the Southern Rural Health 
Conference that education for 
these persons is as important 
as health care — or, at least, 
must come first. 
Nearly half the nation s poor 
live in 13, largely rural South­ 
ern states. And Dr. Ray Mar­ 
shall of the University of Texas 
says the New South, the indus­ 
trial South, has masked many 
of its problems in the health 
Field behind industrial promo­ 
tion. 
“We hear a lot of talk about 
how prosperous the South, the 
so-called Sunbelt, has become,” 
he said. “That conceals the fact 
that we have whole areas that 
seem to be completely left out 
of this progress ” 
Wheeler said, “Economic de­ 
velopment in the rural South is 
intimately related to the devel­ 
opment of an effective health 
care delivery system.” 
The health conference report­ 
ed: “The first order of business 
initiating these ... changes is 
the implementation of univer­ 
sal, 
comprehensive, national 
health insurance.” 
Such insurance, along with 
Medicaid and Medicare, must 
pay nurses and physician as­ 
sistants who are the only medi­ 
cal contacts that many rural 


areas have, the conference re­ 
ported. At present, Medicare 
will make payments only to 
doctors. 
Laws of the various states 
specify who gets Medicaid pay­ 
ments, for the needy, but in 
most cases physicians must be 
present or must supervise the 
nurses or physician assistants 
— and, again, the payments go 
to the physicians.
